PLATFORM AND RESOLUTIONS. 


Ihe Kepmblicans of the State of Nevada In 
convention assembled again express their loy- 
alty to tho piinciples oi the Republican party, 
which ha\e made the country so great and pros- 
porous dxirlng the last quarter of a century. 


Resolved, That the question of a sufficient 
supply of u circulating medium to maintain a 
permanent ruoge of the price of labor and 
property is the most important political ques- 
tion awaiting solution by the American people. 


Resolved, That a diminishing quantity of 


nioiie-y reduces the price ol labor and property 
incienses the obligation of contract, enriches 
the creditor, impoverishes the debtor, ami par- 
alyzes industry niid enterprise. 


Rsolved, Tlia, the present financial sjstem 


of the United atntes, which increases or dimin- 
ishes the circulating medium at the pleasure ot 
the manipulators ol tue National bantu, with- 
out regard to the increase of population or the 
wants of tile people, and which recognizes gold 
alone as the standard of value, and places in 
the hands of th» Treasury Department all the 
revenue of the Government to speculate with 
in bonds and loan to National banks without 
interest, is subversive of tho rights of the people 
oppressive, unjust, and should be repudiated. 


Resolved, '\ hat a financial policy wherety both 
gold and aiUor shall form the basis of circula- 
tion, whether the money used by the people be 
coin, or in cettliicates redeemable in coin, or 
both, us convenience may require, in impera- 
ivaly demanded.
